Cincinnati Politicians Fight 


Legality Of Recent Elec- 
tion 


President Wilson Checks Over List 


of Middle West Lawyers Search* 
ing for a New Secretary of State 
—Cabinet Reports Defense Senti- 
ment Growing. 


Columbus, Feb. lo.— Altho the 


Sprague net. enacted by the pres- 
ent legislature at 
its session a 


year ago, to rip up the congres- 
sional district of the state so as 
to make it more difficult J'or Demo 
crats to elect representatives to. 
congress, was overwhelmingly re- 
jected by the people of Ohio at the 
last November election, Cincinnati 
politicians have started a 
move- 


ment to restore the Jaw by knock- 
ing out the referendum by which 
it was defeated. 


Tuesday former I'liited 
.Stales 


District Attorney Sherman T. Mc- 
PhefHon, of Cincinnati, liled a suit 
in the Ohio supreme court, to man- 
damus Secretary of State Uikle- 
brant and the board of elections 
of Hamilton eonntv to require the 
ongressional elections of this year 
to be held under the provisions of 
the Sprague act. The petition eon 
tends thai the referendum by 
which the law was rejected was 
invalid and hence ot no effect. 


Basis Of Contention 


The contention is made that the 


legislature 
derives its authority 


to pass upon such an act as the 
Sprugne measure from the consti- 
tution of the I'liited Slates and 
that a law authorised by the fed- 
eral constitution is not one sub- 
ject to a referendum by the -peo- 
ple. 
It is set forth that the legis- 


lature is given this authority ini- 
cler article I., section 4, of the con- 
stitution of the I'nited States. 
This provides that the time, place 
ind manner of holding elections 
for 
senators and representatives 


-.hall be prescribed by the legisla- 
ture of each state.

Members of the New York County 


Medical society saw at their meeting 
be other night a series of moving pic- 
tures Intended for educational us« 
among doctors aad students of »ur- 
gery. The camera had recorded all the 
details of a number of Intricate opera- 
tions. The pictures hud been taken 
at a range of only eight feet from the 
operating table, and each movement 
of the suigeon was seen more clearly 
than Is possible In a clinic amphithea- 
ter, wuere the seats of the nearest stu- 
dents are fifteen or twenty feet distant 
from the operating table. 


While films of surgical operations 


bad been made before, the new series 
was distinctive. 
The accuracy and 


detail of the pictures, according to the 
phjslclaus present, had not been eqUtol- 
ed iu previous views, nor had other 
operating room pictures been confined 
so closely to the scientific side of the 
subject. The new films Mere describ- 
ed as entirely Impersonal, as only the 
chief surgeon's hands and those of his 
assistants were seen doing their work, 
and at no time did the faces or the 
paraphernalia of the operating room 
figure in the scene. 


Accompanying the pictures tvere* ex- 


planations and diagrams to show Just 
what was being done. Dr. J. Beualey 
Squier, who made the demonstration. 
tracing each operation from the first 
Incision to the final' stitching, explain- 
ed that the idea in having the fitma 
made was that they would afford au 
opportunity for students of surgery t* 
follow quickly and accurately the new 
development1! in their Held; they would 
be enabled to fecc, lor instance, 
how a new operation wns performed 
by the man who had originated it in a 
distant city. 


The films are not for public esbibi- 


tion, but probably will be used in rned 
ical colleges and libraries-. wJaere it 
may soon be possible on short notice 
for any surgeon or student to call foi 
just the film he needs to teach him the 
details of an operation he himself must 
perform without delay.

Were 
these figures Included, it is probable 
that Uie output in in lit have been larger 
than in auy previous year, but the to 
tals serve to demonstrate the amount 
of /work which ban been accomplished 
in British yards. 
During the whole 


year ship owners have been deploring 
the difficulties which hare lain in the 
way of their obtaining delivery of ves 
sels ordered l>cfor« the war broke out, 
and in ninny yards devoted entirely to 
war work uew mercantile tonnage re 
mains on the ttlocks and in the condi- 
tion it was left months ago. 


The Production In 1*13. 


During the year liua the total mer- 


cantile production of the United King 
dom was 1.424 vessels with an aggre 
gate tonnage of l,!)77.r>73, 10 that the 
output last je«r was less by 807 vc§ 
selw and I,:;2S.237 tons. 


The decrease in the British output 


has been particulnrly heavy in Belfast 
where lint-laud & Wolff have for the 
first time In the history of the famous 
(inn Inunrhed no merchant vessel 
whereas in JDiri they launched six 
steamers representing 156.047 tons. 
Workman, Clark & Co. also did com- 
paratively little mercantile work, for 
the tout wf the new tonnage which 
they turned out, during Hbc year was 
half a dozen with n total tonnage of 
2*1,318. as against vessels representing 
75.188 tons during tbc previous year. 


It was early in the year that Work- 


man. Clark & Co. completed their most 
important 
merchant steamers, 
the 


Pembrokeshire, the Carmarthenshire 
and the Ebfo. for the Itoyai Mall 
Steam Packet company. All three ves- 
sels were practically completed at the 
end of 1914. and there are specific rea- 
sons why the vessels should be finish- 
ed this year. 


At tbc end of March they launched 


the first of a number of steamers 
which they have contracted to build 
Tor the United Fruit company of New 
York and ttonton, the steamer San 
Sfatco. a vessel of 3.310 tons. In May 
the steamer Snu Pablo wa« placed In 
the water, and this was followed In 
August l*y (be steamer San Pedro. 
These three boats arc intended for the 
cargo trade only and are sister ships 
fit Octol>er a fourth vessel for the 
<utmc ofrncrs. but intend*^ for the car- 
go and nasswgw carrying trade, was 
auwhed.

decision of Federal Judge* Mater, War- 
rinnton and HollUter in the much- 
talked of blue sky law case, which wu« 
rendered today, has aroused much In- 
terest throughout the state, particularly 
among Investors in securities. 
The 


court hold* the law to ue unconstitu- 
tional, thus following decisions ren- 
dered by similar courts in Michigan 
i) nil other states, although many 
j-oluts were raised in the attack on 
the Ohio law which' were not devel- 
oped in the litigation elsewhere. 


The first suit attackiug the consti- 


tutionality of the law was begun by 
the Geiger-Jones company of Canton, 
w hich has branches all over the slate, 
and which had been threatened with 
a revocation of license by Attorney 
General Turner a-nd the state banking 
department. The threat to revoke the 
license followed an investigation con- 
ducted by the state banking depart- 
ment, which investigation wu financ- 
ed by the Gelger-Jones company. This 
cult woe supplemented by a similar 
action brought by W. R. Rose of the 
Kit-hard Automobile company of Cuy- 
fchoga county. 


There were two separate hearings 


before the three federal judges lu Cin- 
cinnati, .and some of the most eminent 
attorneys in Ohio appeared on either 
Eide. Among them were E. N. Hug- 
gins, ex-Attorney General Hogau, M. 
B. & H. H. Johnson 
of 
Cleveland, 


and E. H. Moore of Youngstown, for 
the Geiger-Jones company, and former 
Chief Justice Shauck of the Ohio su- 
preme court and Frank. Marvin of 
Cleveland, fbr Rose. 
Attorney Gen- 


eral Turner and his assistant, Henry 
S. Ballard, represented the state. 


There has been a great deal of talk 


tor months about a statewide consiiir- 
i.cy to wreck the Geiger-.Iones com- 
pany, and after the rendition of the 
decision Mr. U. M. Geiger, president 
of tie Canton concern, issued a rather 
peppery statement, in which he makes 
the direct charge that there was such 
n. conspiracy and intimates .broadly 
that prominent people iu Ohio were 
back of it. 
His statement in part 


follows: 


"In duty to myself and to the stock' 


holders in the institutions which have 
been financed by the Geiger-Jones 
company, I believe -it necessary at this 
time, in view of the decision rendered 
cgainst the blue sky law by the led- 
eral court, to place a few facts before 
a public which has been shamelessly 
led with mlsrepreaenutions. 


"Preliminary, I wish to say that I 


am and have always been in favor of 
regulator} legislation that would pro- 
tect investors from .being imposed 
upon. If there can be a blue sky law 
la Ohio, or in any other state, which 
will meet the requirements of the con- 
stitution and not be so framed as to 
place autocratic power in the bauds 
of official malice, ignorance or au- 
dacity, there should be such a law. So 
much for that. 


"But 
this is the story of a conspir- 


acy about wnich I am making this 
statement. 1 know what 1 am talking 
about and can. prove it. It relates to 
e. conspiracy which has its political. 
commercial, personal and purely pois- 
onous ramifications. 


••Success often excites the cupidity 


ol failure. About a year and a i»alf 
ago a plot was developed in this state 
by business rivals of the Geiger-Jones 
company, who felt that they might 
profit by Injuring us. There were in- 
sidious attacks and misrepresenta- 
tions, which, in the fact of the record 
made by us, were at first cntldisaly in- 
effective. But these attacks were per 
aisled in and the force* of evil back 
of then gained recruits.

Not only did it do this, 
but it agreed to pay for an investiga- 
tion involving e'very one of the twen- 
ty-one 
companies 
w'hich 
it 
has 


linanced. 
Furthermore, it DID pay. 


In the sum of $26.000, for such investi- 
gation, and the auditors who exam- 
ined the books were selected by the 
state official«. 
They are among the 


best public accountants in America. 
There were seventeen of these audi- 
tors, and it took them many months 
to complete this investigation. Paren- 
thetically, it may be remarked that 
the attorney general of Ohio and 
those associated with him in the pros- 
ecution of the Geiger-Jouea company 
permitted it but a few days' time to 
prepare such explanation as was ne- 
cessary to a proper defense. 


"While the investigations referred 


to above were being conducted at the 
expense of the Geiger-Jones company, 
and when we were acting in a spirit 
of friendliness and under the laws* of 
decency, those who attacked placed 
secret detectives in our offices an>l 
made it their duty, In order to earn 
the poor money that came to them, to

"Newspaper jwere given alleged In- 


formation on the word of these opera- 
tives, and through them it was pub- 
lished to the world that the Geigcr- 
Jones company was in great trouble. 
[I was made to appear, whether mis- 
takenly or otherwise, through these 
publications, 
that . some unnamed 


crime against the investing public had 
been committed by an institution 
which has done more than all the 
other institutions in the same line to 
build up the industrial interests of 
Onio.
